the Orders in the Parliament-houſe, of the ſame Date, it is Appointed, that 
all Members of Parliament do preciſely keep the Dyets of Parliament, un- 
der the pains following, viz. Each Noble-man, for each Dyets abſence 
without leave, Twelve Pounds Scors ; each Baron Six Pounds , and each 
Burgeſs Three Pounds, and that they pay the juſt half of their Penalties 
for each Dyet they come in ſers, after the Calling of the Rolls of Parlia- 
ment. Therefore Their Majeſties, with Advice and Conſent of the Eſtates 
of Parliament, do hereby Ratifie, Renew, Confirm and Approve the 
foreſaid Penalties contained in the two foreſaid AQs of Parliament, 
againſt abſents from the Parliament , and againſt. abſents from the 
reſpe&ive Dyets thereof, or againſt coming in ſero thereto , after 
the calling of the Rolls of Parliament: And do further extend the fame 
againſt Abſents from the Conventions of the Eſtates, and Declare that they 
ſhall be reputeas Abſents from the Parliament or Conventions, and lyable 
to the Penalties thereof, whoare abſent at the firſt day of the Parliament 
and Convention, the ſaid Member being within the Kingdom for the time,

UR SOVERAIGN LORD and LADY, 
the King and Queens Majeſties, Conſidering the ſeveral 
ood and laudable Laws made by Their Majeſties Royal 
rogenitors, for Repreſſing the Depredations and Robe 
beries; Committed by Sorners, Robbers, and Broken- 
— mein the Highlands, and the Shires next adjacent there- 
to, which have not hitherto taken full effe& ; And that the late Meet- 
ing of the. Eſtates did humbly Reprefentthe ſamine to Their Majeſties, to 
be Redrefſed, and that the faids Robberies and Depredations are much 
encouraged-and encreafed, by reafon of the preſent Rebellion, chiefly to 
the prejudiceoffuch of Their Majefties Subjedts, who are moſt peaceable, and 
beſt affe&ted to Their Majcfties Laws and Government, wherethrough it is 
 _nectffar, that not only the former Laws made thereanent ſhould be Re- 
vived ; But likeways a further remedy ſhould be provided thereto, by 
this pteſentAR + Therefote Their Majeſties, with Advice and-Conſent of 
the Eftates of Parliament, Do hereby, not only Revive, Ratifie and A 
prove the'{2ids whote Laws and Ads made for Reprefling Sornings, R 
berievend Depredations, inſo far as they arenot altered or innovat by this 
preſent AA: But further, DoStatute, Ordain, and Ena@, That where 
any Sornings, Robberies, or Depredationsare committed in the Shires fols 
lowing, viz. 'The Shires of Argyle, Bute, Dumbriton, Striviling, Clackmay- 
nan, Kinroſs, Perth, Forfar, Kincardine, Aberdene, Bamfj, Elgine, Nairn, In- 
wetneſs, Roſs, Cromerty, Sutherlandand Caithneſs, the whole Heretors, Life- 
renters, and proper Wodlſetters within the particular Paroch, where fuch 
Depredations, Sornings, and Robberies are committed, and within the 
whole Paroches adjacent to, and marching with the ſaid particular Paroch,

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ſhall be lyable to refound to the party damnified, through the ſaids Sorn- 
ings, Depredations, arid xobbericy, the loſs to be ſuſtained thereby, pro- 
porrionally according to their valued tent within the-faids Paroches: Pro- 
viding the Dartnages (uſtaimed be in Horſe, Nolt, Sheep, Goats, or other 
Catrel and Corns allanerly, and no otherways 3 . And the ſaids Heretors 
are hereby Authorized and Impowered to exaR and uplift from their reſpe- 
Qive Tennents, and others dwelling on their Eands for their relief, the 
Juſt and equal balf of their ſatds reſpe&ive proportions, and to divide the 
famine amongſt them, as they find juſt, the ſaid zeliet not exceeding the 
juſt and equal half of their reſpe&ive proportions, as ſaid is. And it is 
hereby Statute and Ordained,that the Damnages and lofles to be ſuſtained. 
by ſuch Depredations, may, and hall be liquidat by the Commilſjoners of 
Supply, within the reſpeQive Shires, where the ſaids whole Paroches do 
ly,or any three of the ſaids Commiſſioners, who are hereby Authorized to 
be a ſufficient Z»ornx, for making this AQ effeftual, and that upon a Cirta- 
tion of fifteen dayes,to be executedat the Mercat Crolles of the Head-Burghs 
ofthe reſpe&ive Sbires on a Mercat Day, betwixt ten and twelve a Clock 
in the Forenoon,' and whoke Paroch Kirks lyable by this A reſpediv2, 
on a Sabbath Day, betwixt ten a Clock in the Forenoon, and two a Clock 
in the Afternoon, and that providingthere be tutws acceſſus, for makihg the 
faids Intimations, Summoning all parties having intereſt to a at ſuch 
places, as the ſaids Commiſſioners, or Forum of then, hereby Authorized, 
ſhall appoints with power to them after Liquidation of the ſaid Damnage,

Goods, and Seizing the perſons of the ſaids Depredators, Sorners and Rob- 
bers. And it is alſo hereby Declared, that this preſent Act is without .pre- 
Judice of former Acts againft Depredations, and that whatſoever Sums 
ſhall be payed by any Paroches, by vertueof this AQ, the Paroch or Pa- 
roches ſo paying, ſhall have relief thereof againſt theſe lyable, conform 
to former Laws, As allo, it is hereby ſpecially Provided and Declared, 
that the perſons upon whom the Depredations and Robberies ſhall be 
committed, {hall have no benefit of Relief competent to them, unleſs they 
raiſe the Hue. and Cry to their Neighbours, that they may purſue after the 
faids Depredators, Sorners and Robbers, and ſo from Paroch co Paroch; 
and-that theſe Neighbours, who {hall not follow the Hue and Cry, may, Be
